If your parents are pi- 
ous, they will follow you with their pray- 
ers and their tears, to avoid the effects of 
which, yoa will probably plunge into 
some vicious habit. If you are spared till 
middie age, and permitted to be a curse 
to a wife ; having no relish for the en- 
dearments of domestic lite, and no capaci- 
ty for pure and elevated affection, yon 
will doubtless become a haunter of tay- 
erns and grog shops, and an attendant up- 
on all gatherings of the idle and the vul- 
gure Yonr wife, if she possess any re- 
finement or sensibility, will be sent pre- 
maturely to the grave, and your children 
nothing to do but—to copy their father. 
Having totally rejected and despised ear- 
ly religious admonitions, and lived with- 
out God in the world, when sickness and 
death stare you inthe face, if you have 
not become so brutified as to lose all mor- 
al sense, that bitter lamentation, “ the 
Larvest is past, the summer is ended, and 
1 am not saved,”’ will be the companion 
of your dying pillow ; and when the books 
are opened, and the vials of Divine 
wrath are poured out upon the impeni- 
tent, that tremendous sentence will be 
heard—* depart from me, ye workers of 
iniquity’ —trom which nohappy lot, may 
sovereign mercy, through the interces- 
sion of Jesus, preserve us. How many 
youths of hope‘ul prospects in life, have

ty. How firmly ought youth to be im- 
pressed withthe idea, that first impres- 
sions are the most durable, and that hab- 
its contracted in youth soon become in- 
veterate! ‘¢ Whatever impulse you now 
give [in youth] to your desires and pas- 
sions, the direction is likely to continue.

The highest expectations which had 
been formed of the anniverearies celebra- 
ted in this city the present week, we be- 
lieve have been fully answered.

All the national Societies have made a 
very perceptible advance, since the pre- 
vious anniversaries. The Bible Society 
shows an increase of $11,774 beyond the 
receipts of the former year, and an in- 
crease of issue from the Depository to 
the amount of more than 4000 volomes. 

The receipte of the American Home 
Missionary Society have exceeded those 
oi the United Domestic missionary So 
ciety which it a year ago superseded, 
by more than $8000. The number 
of missionaries is greater by 41, ani 
the number of congregations by 47. 

Of the Tract Society, the increase has 
been, still more remarkable. The re- 
ceipts last year amounted to $10,159 ; 
this year, $30,418. Increase, $20,254. 
‘he number of pages published last year, 
was 8,530,500; this year, 35,808,500. 
Showing an increase of 28,278,000! 
There is but one Tract Society in the 
world, which surpasses this, either in the 
amount ‘of receipts, or the number of 
Tracts printed : and that is the Religious 
Tract Society of London.

NEW-YORK SUNDAY SCHOOL UN-} 


ION, 

On Tuesday last, between two and 
three o’clock, the various Schools con- 
nected with the Union, comprising near 
7000 children, passed through the Park 
to Castle Garden. Each school had its 
appropriate banner, on which was inscri- 
bed some Scripture motto. Among others 
we noticed the following: 

Seek me early. 

The truth shall make you free. 

And yet there is room. 

Search the Scriptures: they are they 
which testify of me. 

Come ye children: hearken unto me: 
1 will teach you the fear of the Lord. 

The resurrection and the life. 

Compel them to come in. 

Thy word is a light unto my path. 

Mercy and truth are met together. 

Suffer little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not. 

The fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom. 

And they shall all know me. 


When at length all were assembled in 
the Garden, together with many hundreds 
of spectators, making an audience of 
nearly or quite ten thousane souls, the 
hymn ‘Loud hallelujahs to the Lord” 
was given out, and sung in the tune of

BIBLICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The Vermont Chronicle, published at 
Bellows Falls, says an Association of 
Clergymen has been formed with this ti- 
tle, ‘*not a hundred miles from that 
place,” for the purpose of mutual assist- 
ance inthe study of the original Scrip- 
tures. The meetings are to be held once 
in two months, The principal regula- 
tions are contained in the following arti- 
cles of their constitution. 

‘Art. 3. The exercises of each 
meeting shall be as follows :—I1. Such 
recitations in the Hebrew or Chaldee of 
the Old Testament and Greek of the 
New Testament, as shall have been 
previously designated.—2. A _ written 
translation by at least two members, of 
passages of the Old and New Testaments, 
with notes in defence of any variations 
from the common version.—3. Written 
exegeses by at least two members, of 
passages previously assigned them.—4. 
A dissertation by at least one member, 
previously appointed on some point of 
Biblical criticism 

‘* Art. 4. The Association may, at 
discretion, admit members desirous of at- 
tending to the Greek Scriptures only ; 
but the exercises in Hebrew shall not be 
omitted or curtailed on their account ; 
nor, should such members become a ma- 
jority, shall any vote to that effect be bind- 
ing, unless supported by a majority of the 
other members.

Such appears to be the purport of the 
above quotation from the Christian Mir- 
ror ; which we are sorry to see, the Ed- 
itor of the Observer has lent his aid to 
circulate, 

If the Congregationalists and Preshyte- 
rians wish to establish any denominational 
Tract Societies, in addition to those which 
they already have, for the purpose of sus- 
taining and defending infant sprinkling, as 
has been intimated in their papers, no 
man on earth has a right to object. ‘To 
God alone they stand accountable for the 
sentiments which they propagate, in re- 
gard to the order of the Gospel Church.

The Character of Christ. 
NO. II. 


Let us now examine the evidence of 
the union, of the human and divine na- 
tures, in the person of Christ. From 
the scriptures it appears, that in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Divine and human na 
tures unite in one person. And that he 
possesses all the attributes, and perfections 
of God, and all the attributes of human 
nature.—"* His human, must not be con- 
founded with his Divine; for though 
there be an union of natures in Christ yet 
there is not a mixture or confusion of 
them or their properties. (His humani- 
ty is mot changed into his deity, nor his 
deity into humanity : but the two natures 
in Christ are distinct in one person.) 
How this union exists is above our com- 
prehension ; and, indeed, if we cannot 
explain how our bodies and souls are uni- 
ted, it is not to be supposed we can explain 
this astonishing mystery of God manifest 
in the flesh.”’ It 1s not necessary to the 
exercise of faith, neither does God re- 
quire us to comprehend this; which the 
Apostle denominates ‘ great mystery’ ; 
but on the evidence, which the Scrip- 
tures furnish of the truth of this doctrine, 
to believett. 1 Tim. 3: 16. 

The Apostle speaking of his desire for 
the salvation of the Israelites, and of the 
privileges they enjoyed, proceeds and 
says, ‘* whose are the fathers, and oi 
whom, as concerning the flesh, Christ came, 
who is over all, God blessed forevermore, 
Amen.’’

PERSONAL CONVERSATION: 


Messrs. Editors,—Iit is admitted by 
our best divines and by men of great ex- 
perience, that the simple truths of God’s 
word are the means of conversion and 
sanctification. Rhetoric may awaken at- 
tention ; reasoning may produce convic- 
tion of the understanding, but truth, the 
troth as itis in Jesus, will alone subdue 
the heart—of this I have no doubt. But 
experience fully justifies another conclu 
sion: that even trath, as it is preached 
on the Sabbath to mixed assemblies, fails 
to produce the desired effect in a great 
majority of instances. ‘The reason may 
be given. The statelinese of a sermou— 
its length, and general character prevents 
a personal application—The multitude 
who hear it, is another reason. Does 
the preacher address a thousand persons, 
the sermon by most, is regarded us an ad- 
dress toa thousand, and ome individual ap- 
propriates only a small part of it. Re- 
move the assemby toa lecture room, and 
reduce the number one half, and you wil! 
see the application of the principle men- 
tioned. Now let the preacher take his 
stand in the midst of one hundred per- 
sons and speak to them, and each one 
will feel himself more particularly ad 
dressed. It is individuality of applica- 
tron that renders truth effectual. Hence 
a minister who understands this will carry 
outthe principle, and will visit families 
and Converse with each one personally. 
Where this is done affectionately and 
faithfully, a visible effect will be produ. 
ced. But there are members of families 
that are seldom found at home ; and if 
they are there, their age, respectability, 
and influence prevent any personal and 
plain conversation. This is doubtless the 
reason why so few professional men, mer- 
chants and persons of wealth are ever 
converted. I once heard aman of high 
standing and of very great possessions 
say, that ‘* he was surprised at the con- 
duct of professing Christians and minis- 
ters. Do they believe that those of us 
who are unconverted are in reality under 
condemnation of eternal death ; and are 
liable to perish every moment ; why do 
they not warn us of the danger and en- 
deavour to persuade us to become reli- 
gious?” I felt the reproof most senai- 
bly—and from repeated conversations 
with those of the first intellect and the 
highest standing, | am convinced that 
plain, faithful dealing, will be as success- 
ful, and is equally neccessary among the 
rich and great, as among the poor and un- 
influential. Christians and ministers too, 
ought neverto forget that religion is a 
personal thing and should always be made 
so. Bat how would a wise counsellor 
conduct in advising a friend, who was in 
danger of bankruptcy, or of contracting 
some bad habit ?—Would he spe«k out 
before a circle of friends, or in the pres- 
ence of a multitude? No—He would 
seek a private opportunity free from in- 
terruption.—And how shall we convince 
one of his danger of spiritual bankruptcy, 
or of being irrecoverably a slave of sin ? 
In the same way. Take him alone ; and 
if you love him with sofficient affection, 
your tears and solicitations will not be un- 
availing. 

Should this meet the eye of a minister 
or private Christian, who does not visit 
families for the express purpose of con- 
versing with individuals on the subject of 
personal religion, | would say, you are 
neglecting an important talent, which will 
more than double itself. This is a mean 
of grace of immense moral power. But 
I have heard it said, that religion is too sa- 
cred a subject to be conversed upon in 
every circle, or by every individual. 
What sort of persons make this remark ? 
Formalists and enemies of personal reli 
gion; and I have uniformly observed 
that when those who were not avowed en- 
emies, made the remark, they were poor 
Christians indeed, and generally some how 
connected with those who were not the 
friends of Jesus. Be.

ASAAD SHIDIAK, 


The Convert from the Maronite Roman Cath- 
olic Church. 

This young man was born in a district 
called Keshruan, north of Beyroot, where 
and at Hadet, a village 5 miles from Bey- 
root, his family reside. His mother is a 
widow, having five sons, of whom Asaad 
is the third, and two or three daughters. | 
Asaad bad studied grammar, (Arabic and 
Syriac,) logic, and theology. After this, 


‘he taught theology two years to the monks 


ina convent near Hadet. Whilst in the 
service of the patriarch, he wrote a 
merely complimentary letter to one of a 
party disaffected to government, which, 
though nothing offensive, occasioned his 
dismission from employment. Thus situ- 
ated he applied to Mr. King, the Mission- 
ary, offering to be his instracter in Syriac, 
and was accepted. Mr. King found him 


‘intelligent, candid, and shrewd, and their 
\conversations issued 


in favourable im- 
pressions on Asaad towards Protestantism. 
He afterwards set upa school in Beyroot, 
for teaching Arabic grammatically, but 
was obliged soon to desist by command of 
the patriarch, who forbade the further in- 
struction of the Bible- men, as the Mission- 
aries are called, the patriarch having 
‘* received fresh instructions from Rome, 
to persecute these men by every means in 
his power.”’ Asaad then entered the ser- 
vice of Mr. Bird, as his teacher in Ara- 
bic, and now began in earnest the study 
of the Bible and his own heart. Nov. 
12, 1825, he received a letter from the 


patriarch, threatening him, with his bro- 
ther Tannoos, and another Maronite 
youth, with immediate excommunication, 
ualess they renounced all connexion with 
the Bible-men. By advice, he returned 
home afew weeks, and then came back 
to Mr. Bird, tocontinue a year. He had 
contemplated an advantageous matrimoni 
al connexion, but the female required 
him to produce a letter from the patriarch 
promising him a lucrative office. He 
therefore abandoned the hope of mar- 
riage. 
Mr. Bird says in his journal,— 

We have acopy of the Arabic Bible 
printed at Rome, at the end of which is 
ao Appendix which he has discovered to 
contain a copious list of popish doctrines, 
with their appropriate references to 
Scripture proofs. These proofs he has 
found so weak, that he expresses his 
astonishment how such doctrines could be 
inferred from them ; aod nothing has oc 
curred, of late, which has more strength- 
ened his ceviction that the church of 
Rome is radically wrong. What seems 
to have effected him most sensibly, is, the 
expression he has found, ‘* We are under 
obligation to kill heretics.”’—Prooft,— 
‘ False prophets God commanded to be 
slain. Jehu and Elijah killed the wor- 
shippers and prophets of Baal.’—This 
passage he shows to all who visit him, 
priests and people, and calls apon them 
to judge whether such sweeping destruc- 
tion is according to the spirit of the gos- 
pel. 

Jan. 1,1826. In the evening, an ac- 
quain‘ance of Asaad, one who has here- 
tofore expressed great friendship to him 
and to us, came to give Asaad a last seri- 
ous admonition. 

‘* This,” said he, “is the last time I 
intend everto say a word to you on the 
subject of religion. I wish, before, 


you go any further, that you would pause, 


and think whether you can meet all the 
reproach of the world, and all the oppo- 
sition of the patriarch and priests.” 
Asaad replied that he had made up his 
mind to meet all these things. ‘* And 
now,” said he, “ if, as you say, you in 
tend never to hold any more conversa. 
tion with me on the subject of religion, | 
have one request to make of you, and 
that is, that you will go, and make the 
subject of religion a matter of serious 
prayer and inquiry, and see where the 
path of life is ; I then leave you with 
your conscience and with God.” 

After relating the substance of this con- 
versation to us, Asaad remarked, that 
these people reminded him of the late 
patriarch sach an one, who had a moder- 
ate share of understanding, but was am- 
bitious to appear very well. This patri 
arch had a bishop, who was really an a- 
cute and learned man, and whose opin- 
ions were always received with the great- 
est deference on all matters relative to 
religion. The bishop being on a visit at 
the patriarch’s, the latter called him to 
his presence, and proposed to him the in- 
terpretation of a passage of Scripture. 
The bishop gave the explanation accord- 
ing to the best of his judgement. ‘* No,”’ 
said his holiness, ‘* that is not the mean- 
ing of the passage ;” end proposed to 
have a second. When the bishop had 
again given his opinions and reasons, the 
patriarch avswered as before, ‘* That is 
not the meaning of the passage.*’ Ina 
third and fourth case the bishop was 
equally unfortunate, all his arguments be- 
ing swept away by the single sage re- 
mark of his holiness, “‘ That is not the 
meaning of the passage.’” At last the 
bishop, in a fit of discouragement said, 
‘* Your holiness has put me upon tle so. 
lution of a number of questions, in all 
which, itseems, I have been wrong. | 
would now thank your holiness to tell me 
what is right.” The patriarch being 


startled at the new ground he was on, 


changed the conversation.—‘‘So,”’ said | 
Asaad, “ these people can all tell mei} 
am mistaken ; but when I ask them what | 
is right, they are silent.” 
Asaad tempted by the Patriarch with 
money. 


A letter arrived trom his holiness to- 
day, brought by his own brother, priest 
Nicholas, containing his apostolic bles- 
sing, inviting him to an interview, and 
promising him a situation in some office. 
The messenger said, that the patriarch, 
his brother, had heard, that the English 
had given Asaad 40 purses, (2,000 dollars) 
to unite him with them, and that he had

Atter this, Asaad visited the patriarch,

» pel, and declared the Scriptures to be the 
only infallible standard of faith and prac 
tice. They were much incensed at his 
boldness, and threatened him with impris- 
onment and death. He was forcibly de- 
tained for several days, but at length es- 
caped to Beyroot. He had several inter- | 
views with his brothers, his uncle, and | 
his affectionate mother; but their en- 
treaties to induce him to renounce his re- 
ligion were unavailing, he declaring that 
rather thando so, he wouid go to prison 
and to death. His last remark to his 
youngest brother Phares was—* I wish 
you fully to understand that I love you ; 
and I have one request to make of you, 
which is, that you will take the New Tes- 
tament and read it attentively.” This 
was given him, and he departed, evident 
ly softened by the interview.— [bridged 
from Miss. Herald. 


Abdool Messeeh, a stedfast native Chris- 
tian of Northern India, has long been in 
the employ of the Church Miss:onary So- 
ciety. In 1813, he wasstationed at Agra, 
a town about 800 miles N. W. of Calcut- 
ta. Here he has been at all times assid 
uously engaged in distributing Bibles 
and Tracts, superintending schools, con 
versing with his countrymen, and preach 
ing the gospel. He has an increasing con- 
gregation, and the highest civil and mili- 
tary officers, Europeans, attend on his 
preaching. A few years since, he was 
ordained by Bishop Heber. Archdeacon 
Corrie, who has visited him at Agra, and 
who translates his journals from Hindoos. 
tanee into English, thus speaks of him :— 
‘It is a great refreshment to me, in 
reading his least interesting details, to ob- 
serve the constant reference of his min: 
to God, and the attention which he gives 
to meditation, with his regular habit of se- 
cret prayer.”’ Abdool Messeeh daily 
comes in contact with Mahomedans, with 
pagans, with nominal Christians, and with 
infidels. But his ability to meet them ar- 
gumeniatively, his stedfastness in princi- 
ple, and bis meekness under contradic 
tion and insults, are said never to fail him 
in the time of trial. He, and Asaad Shi- 
diak, are said to be men of superior minds 
and to exert an extensive influence in 
Western Asia.—Christian Watchman. 


A Seminary in Palamcottah, Southern 
India, was established some years since 
by the Church Missionary Society, for the 
purpose of preparing young men tor Mis- 
sionary labours. Ail who enter it are 
required to relinquish entirely the dis 
tinctions of caste; and this regulation 
has made it decidedly useful. In 1826, 
there were 36 native youth in this Semi- 
nary. 24 were fluent readers and good 
writers. There were 13 inthe Hebrew 
class, and all but four were learning En 
glish.Geography, history, and divinity are 
also studied, They have become in va- 
rious ways, extensively useful to their 
countrymen, and seem anxious tg spread 
abroad the gospel of salvation. This 
they do, in their visits to the surrounding 
villages.—Jb.
